"Conscription is scheduled to 
come Into operation in Ireland and 
much sooner than many people ex- 
pect," says Mrs. Frances Sheehy 
SkelCiagtoD, mtAmr >ot the witter 
who was killed by the British in 
Dublin last spring. She is now 
visiting in New York. "Since the 
failure of his plan for settling the 
Irish problem last summer, on a 
partial home-iule-partitlon basis," 
she said, "Llny<l-C.eorge has been 
negotiating with tlie Irish party for 
a compromise. Martial law has 
failed to terrorize or suMue the 
Irish people, and 'diplomacy' Is to 
be tried again. Appointment of a 
Catholic, Sir Bryan Bfahon, as com- 
mander of the forces in Irelamd, 
was calculated to alleviate public 
feeling, but the Irish people ig- 
nored the exchange of dictators. 
Martial law is no less ma<tial be- 
cause administered by a Catholic. 

"Now the Interned Irish prisoners, 
are to be released from the dis- 
ease-breeding detention camps, and 
Ireland is expected to forget Faster 
week in a paroxysm of juhlliation 
ever the event. Thus is the 'better 
understanding' to be brought about. 
The monstrous injustice of impris- 
oning for months hun<ireds of men 
Who had no connection with the 
revolution, against whom no charge 
has yet been made, and who have 
never been accorded a trial, Is to 
be discounted i>y the magnanimity 
of Lloyd><}eorge's release order. 
The prisoners tried and sentenced to 
long terms of imprisonment — many 
of them for life — will be forced to 
rot out their lives in Dartmoor and 
other penal colonies, herding with 
the lowe.st and most vicious of 
criminals. 

"I'nder cover of the good feeling 
thus engendered, negotiations will 
be reopened In which Llo> d ''.er.rge's 
scheme for conscription may be 
roiste<i on a gullible people in ex- 
change for an attentnated measure 
of local autonomy. Shorn of 
150,000 ot her 'best men, the last 
virile remnant of 'her people, Ire- 
land's hopes of national regenera- 
tion will be forever crushed, her 
recuperative powers destroyed, her 
civilization banished from the 
earth, her soul bartered for shekels 
and her existence as a national 
entity teiniinated In common with 
the downfall o£ her destroyer. Such 
is the plan of venal politicians on 
both sides of the Irish Sea. Out 
Uie young me<n of Ireland will upset 
al) these calculations. Lloyd- 
George will be forced to show his 
hand, and tab is an avowed advocate 
of conscription for Ireland. Whether 
force 'Will accomplish the desired 
end is not so much the question as 
whether Lloyd-George will have the 
hardihood to attempt It. Young 
Ireland will have none of it. 

"The politicians as usual are 
op(>n to compromise. They stand 
Idly by and see the countr>- drained 
of its food supplies and a condition 
of artificial famine created which 
it is hoped will be a potent factor 
in forcing conscription on our peo- 
ple. Tbe last ounce of iOod, the 
last aUe-4K>dled man in Ireland, 
will be commandeered for England's 
military needs. Its resources drained 
to the last and the entire nation 
sacrificed on the altar of England's 
greed and Lloyd-George's ambition. 

"The contrast between the two 
countries is really remarkable. In 
Great Britain, where I traveleil ex- 
tensively during the summer and 
HutuDin, I u;is f()r<'ibly struck bv — 
and as a feminist greatly inter- 
ested the extent to which women 
have supplanted men In all fields of 



endeavor. On tram cars, bread 
vans, grocery wagons, on milk carts, 
as in the mtlttltlon shops, they ap- 
peared evuaUjr at ease and quite 
capable ot reining their positions 
in the face 'Of male rivalry, which 
must of neqlNMlty become acute at 
the termination of hostilities. The 
absence of able-bodied men of mili- 
tary age is the outstanding feature 
of life in fJre.nt Britain. In Ireland 
It Is so i.riei,.nt. Not even in 
loyal Belfast is there a single 
woman tram car <'onductor. The 
percentage of Ir,lslimen available for 
military ssrvtce) which previous to 
the war was far below that of 
(Jieat Britain— owing to the ab- 
nofmal emigration from Ireland — is 
now reversed, and Ireland's per- 
centage is far above that of her 
neighbor's."

PARLIAMENT TO MAKE UWS

Rev. D, A. Casey, O. P., for a 
number of years President of 
Aquinas College at Columbus, Ohio, 
will leave shortly for Providence,

Seventeen acnes of land have 
,Honated by the Bishop ot Provi- 
dence and the erection of the first 
building will be hurried as much as 
possible. 



Sir Horace Plunkett, one of the 
foremost leaders of Irish sentiment 
and Who has the confidence of cv- 
ery section of Irish pctjUt^, Includ- 
ing Ulster, who recently arrived In 
New York, is confident that the new 
British Government will succeed In 
bringing the Irish question to a set- 
llem.nt. Among the se\eral feat- 
uns 111 tile Irish problem which .Sir 
Horace lielieM's sliould and will be 
solved liy proper handling are tliese: 
"A government in Ireland which 
will do away with the necessity for 
martial law. The adoption of other 
measures than conscription, con- 
scription in rreland Itself being Ini- 
praoticaMe. Sacrifice oh the part 
ot the Irish sections over the home 
rule Issue," Sir Horace has ap- 
pealed to Ulster to Join at once with 
Nationalist Ireland and give home 
rule a trial for five years. 

"Conscription is Impracticable. I 
do not believe 11 (oubl be carried 
through. It would take more sol- 
diers to aitempt to carry It out than 
would lie realized by the levy. There 
are other measures which will be 
more successful. When Irishmen 
have lost their local point of view 
and have been afforded an opportu- 
nity to gauge the importance of 
this struggle unaffected by preju- 
dices of a poUtloal nature It will 
not be possible to keep them out 
of Europe. Home rule is of course 
not now a (luestion between Ireland 
and England, but one between sec- 
tions of Ireland. The ideal of a 
united Ireland is not to be aban- 
doned and 1 am convinced that 
those wlio hi.ve held to the Ideal 
will not be appea.s. d by the gift of 
half a I'arliament to three-quarters 
ot the country. 

"A recent proposal for settlement 
of the Irish question suggested a 
provisional and wholly Irish syirtMn 
of administration formed to carry 
on the business of Irish government 
for the duration of the war without 
prejudice to whatever solution of 
the major problem may be found 
possible thereafter. Ulster herself 
might solve the problem. It Is a 
lime when we need to close our 
ranks. Lister and Ulster alone can 
do a service which the British em- 
pire would never forget. Let the 
people of l ister say that they will 
Join wi/th the Nationalist Ireland 
and give home rule its trial — for 
five years — ^now. If they do so they 
need not tear the future, for they 
will quicken every generous feeling 
in Ireland and send a pulse of life 
and hope through the whole empire. 
Will Ulster lead again? 

"I'Ister has given such services 
that hers is the right to be con- 
sulted. The Ulster men are busy 
in active pursuits .and it was not 
realized how stiong their convic- 
tions were on the subject. They 
were not *.he kind to waste time 
on a problem until ii became of 
practical importance. Now will the 
practical grasp that they have of 
affairs Induce Ulster to make the 
sacrifice to meet the present diffi- 
culty? I believe that If Ulster tried 
home rule she would stay In the 
Irish Parliament at the explraitlon 
of live years' trial, even if she went 
in with a representation no larger 
than that demanded by her numeri- 
oal importance, much less than that 
required because of her fioanclal 
and industrial Impoitance. 

"I was convinced that the Lloyd- 
George proposals for settlement of 
the Irish question by which twenty- 
six counties were to have home rule 
at once would not solve the dlffl- 
culrty, would not diminish the 



necessity for martial law, and on 
the contrary would play into the 
hands ot the most violent section 
of the Sinn Fein group. I urged a 

provisional government which would 
do away witli the necessity for home 
rule. My proposal was that the 
Irish government, so to speak, 
should go into commission. Let its 
administration be placed in the 
nands of an <>xecutive council, con- 
sisting of Irishmen of recognized 
Standing drawn from diflerent parts 
of Ireland and fairly representative 
of the main Interests and currents 
of opinion in the country. I sug- 
gested that IHster, on account of 
Its Industrial and commercial im- 
portance, should be given irepre- 
lent.ition beyond what its numeiioal 
trength would demand. Any Irish 
legislation would remain in the Im- 
perial Parliament where It would be 
bjoked nfter by the Irish repre- 
sentatives. The council would be 
nominated by the Prime Minister, 
in connection with leaders of the 
Irish eections. The chief executive 
officer of the Irish government 
would be a Secretary of State for 
Ireland, would have a seat in the 
Cabinet and be responsible for Iri^ 
Parliamentary business, questions, 
estimates, legislation. K may be 
that a provisional adjustment of the 
f.'ish question will be settled In ah- 
dther way, but the real advantages 
■>r such a provisional government 
should be borne in mind. It would 
afford the first chance we have had 
of geting North and South Ireland 
together In the actual work of Irish 
government. From the Nationalist 
point of view it would l>e well to 
nave at the end of the war a gov- 
ernment which would automatically 
disappear and leave the ground 
clear tor the new regime."

OUDBST PARISH. 



Florida has the distinction of be- 
ing the cradle-land of Catholicity 
on the North American continent. 
The missionaries sent out by Spain 
kept pace in their peaceful victories 
of the gospel with the extraordinary 
conquests effected by Spanish arnis 
In ^e subjugation of the vast ter- 
ritories of Che N^w World to the 
crown of Castile and Leon. The 
landing of Ponce de Leon on the 
shores of Florida on Low Sunday, 
April :t. ir.lS, is the first his- 
torically autlienticated pn'seiice of 
Europeans in the territory now com- 
prising the Tnited States. Prob- 
ably no religious accomiKinied him 
on this expedition. In l.')21 an at- 
tempt at colonization was made by 
Ponce, who sailed with a company 
of colonists, among whom were 
some priests. The probable loca- 
tion of this short-lived colony was 
Charlotte Harbor on the west coast 
of Florida; this is therefore the 
spot where the holy sacrifice was 
offered up in our country for the 
first time.

TjlEY fOUNDEO HANY MISSIONS 



The recent celebration of the cen- 
tenary of the Oblates and the dedi- 
cation ot their House of Studies 
at the Catholic University, Wash- 
ington, D. C, attracted much atten- 
tion. It Is worthy of note that the 
first Invitation to the Oblates of 
Mary Immaculate to labor in the 
foreign missions came from Amer- 
ica. In 1831 Bishop Dubois, of 
New York, then In ICurope, set forth 
the pressing needs of the vast ter- 
ritory within his Jurisdiction, and 
the general chapter of the Oblates 
of Mary ImmaouUte, held in the 
same year, lent a favorable ear to 
the appeal. It was not, however, 
until ten years later that It was 
found possible to send the first 
Oblates into the foreign missions. 
Then Canada was the chosen field of 
labor. In 1841 a community of 
the Oblates of Mary Immaculate was 
established in the city of Mon- 
treal, and for the past seventy-five 
years Oblate missionaries have car- 
ried the iTos< or Christ and 
preached the word of God In every 
portion of the vast Dominion of 
Canada. No tongue can tell, no 
pen fittingly describe, the sublime 
story of these years of unbroken 
missionary labors. 

The foundation of parishes, the 
preaching of missions and the evan- 
gelization of the native tribes of- 
fered the widest scope to zeal and 
self-denial. Just sixty years ago 
the Oblates turned their eyes to- 
ward the mission Ib bls of what was 
then the great lone land, that wild 
north land, the Canadian North- 
west. A Journey of sixty days on 
foot and in canoe brought VMher 
Ale a aader - Ta s h Sf- th e fe lniy iirth- 
bishtw of that inland empire, from 
Montreal to the Red < river, which 
was only the gateway that opened 
upon the scene of his subsequent 
labors. A great nation Is building 
up there, a fertile soil Is feeding 
half the world, civil government Is 
established in unsurpasse<l perfec- 
tion, a young church Is exulting like 
a giant in the consciousness of its 
strength and the glory of its future 
promise. Well, Cod, and God alone, 
can know and fittingly reward the 
work wfaieh the Oblate mlsiionaries 
hasre done and are doing tor the 
development ot eivilliation and the 
spread ot the .taith in those immense 
regions. They hare faced and have 
overcome every difficulty, material 
and spiritual. Hunger and thirst, 
frost and snow, the surging river, 
the endless prairie, the mountain 
range whose summit seemed to 
reach the sky. j)hysical torture, 
stony indifference, mean ingratitude 
- these and numeious other ob- 
siacles. both in the temporal and 
spiritual order, stood acros the path 
of the pioneer Oblate. But he tar- 
ried not, nor faltered; thirst tor 
louls burned him up, zeal fOr the 
glory of Ood's kingdom consumed 
hint, and no page In the history ot 
the church is more full of thrilling 
inspiration than the simple story ot 
how these men ot God, giving up 
iiotue and friends and kindred, laid 
deep and lasting the foundations of 
the Catholic church In Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan, Alberta. British 
Columbia and tke yet unorganized 
territories extending to the .Xrrtlc 
Circle. The lives of saints have 
been lived there, and only the great 
day will reveal in the tr'als of 
their existence the triumphs of their 
reward. 

Texas was the scene ot the , ear- 
liest missionary labors ot ^the 
Oblate fathers In the United States, 
find from the year 1849. when the 
Pirst Oblate missionaries began their 
labors at Brownsville, up to the 
pr(\sont moment when well nigh a 
iiundred members of this com- 
munity are laboring In that vast 
State, their work forms no mean 
part of the history of Catholicity lu 
that portion of the Lord's Vineyard. 
A half-century ago they founded 
some of the earlier missions in the 
states of Oregon and Washington. 
They have since assumed spiritual 
responsibility in many of the most 
uiuvitlng sections of Wl.sconsin. 
.Minnesota and Nebraska; their 
A-ork in Massat hu :( tt- and New 
Vork is will .>o 1,1,;: r.'.Ai he who 
runs may read, wliile throughout 
the whole country they are known 
lis most zealous and successful 
preachers of missions.
